Herbert Meek, prominent 
farmer 
of northern Decatur county, went on 
trial today in the circuit court here 
on a charge of an attempted crim­ 
inal assault on Nellie Hankins, In­ 
year-old girl of Richland, who is the 
prosecuting witness in the case. 
Considerable difficulty 
was 
had 
this morning in obtaining a jury and 
a special venire was exhausted be­ 
fore ten o'clock. 
A second venire 
was ordered drawn, and soon after 
it had been drawn, a jury was sud­ 
denly selected, and the opening a r ­ 
guments by the state 
and 
defense 
were given to the jury hot ore noon. 
The 
defense 
will 
attack 
the 
state’s witness on grounds that her 
reputation for truth and veracity, as 
well as morality, is not good, 
and 
more than 20 witnesses 
had been 
summoned for the case today. The 
court ruled, upon objection of 
the 
state, that the girl's reputation for 
morality had no hearing upon 
the 
specifiv charge against 
tlie defen­ 
dant. 
In the opening statement of P ro­ 
secutor George, he went into detail 
concerning the alleged happenings on 
September 5, last year, when the a t­ 
torney said that the defendant came 
to the Hankins home in Richland for 
the purpose of taking tin* girl hack 
to his home to do housework while 
his wife was recovering from an op­ 
eration. 
The prosecuting attorney describ­ 
ed the route taken that afternoon to 
the Meek home, a distance of 
ten 
miles. Tin* attorney stated that the 
assault itself took place in Decatur 
county. 
The defense, which was represent­ 
ed in the opening statement to the 
jury by John Osborne, attorney 
ot 
Greensburg, stated that they would 
prove by the defendant 
and other 
witnesses that certain 
happenings 
outlined by the state, did not hap­ 
pen, and that the 
defense 
denied 
each allegation brought out by. the 
state. 
Prosecutor George 
stated 
that 
after leaving for the Meek 
home 
Kvith the girl, that the defendant be­ 
gan to make approaches to her, and 
turned down a side road, and stop­ 
ped the machine on the pretext that 
he had a tire down, hut that the tire 
was not down. 
After the alleged attack, the pro­ 
secutor asserts they drove to

where she was to tell her folks that 
some other girl had obtained the em­ 
ployment before they arrived.

Lack of jurisdiction was the argu­ 
ment offered by Attorney 
General 
Arthur L. Gilliom today in combat­ 
ing the light ot D. C. Stephenson tor 
release from the Michigan City state 
prison. 
Gilliom, whose argument followed 
that of William V. Hooker, attorney 
for Stephenson, 
contended 
that 
Judge Thomas Slick ot Federal Dis­ 
trict Court had no jurisdiction in the 
matter. Rooker was in the midst of 
his rebuttal when Judge Slick 
ad­ 
journed for lunch. The session was 
to be resumed at 1 p. m. 
Judge Slick indicated that Steph­ 
enson would not he granted his plea 
for freedom, quoting from tin* 1 . S. 
Supreme Court decision that 
“ tin* 
federal courts were without 
juris­ 
diction until tin* conclusion of 
the 
courts of justice in tin* state." 
An appeal from a Laporte county 
decision denying Stephenson a writ 
of habeas corpus is pending before 
the state supreme court. 
Stephenson, formerly 
a 
political 
power, was brought from the prison 
in an automobile, lit* was accompan­ 
ied by Warden Walter II. Daly, J. M. 
Stipp, parole agent, and a 
guard. 
Their automobile had been escorted 
oil tin* 24-mile drive from Michigan 
City by a policeman on a 
motorcy­ 
cle. 
The hearing on Hooker's petition 
for Stephenson’s release on a writ 
of habeas corpus was 
held before 
Judge Thomas Slick in federal dis­ 
trict court here.

Gurley, editor 
of the Indianapolis 
Times, which first printed the accu­ 
sation. 
The correspondence between 
the 
governor and the editor started yes­ 
terday when Jackson wrote a letter 
to Gurley denying that he tried 
to 
influence appointment oi James 
1. 
McDonald, 
Indianapolis 
attorney, 
as Marion county prosecutor, 
for 
any reason other than that Bishop 
II. 11. Font, of the United Bretheren 
church, asked him to suggest Mc­ 
Donald to McCray. 
Gurley’s letter today invited 
the 
governor to waive the statute 
of 
limitations, which 
outlaws 
crimes 
more than two years ago and go be­ 
fore the Marion county grand jury 
to relate his story of his efforts on 
behalf of appointment of McDonald 
as prosecutor. 
“ Your letter, for the first time,” 
Gurley 
wrote, 
‘‘places 
a judicial 
conclusion upon certain statements 
made by the Times, for which I as­ 
sume full res-ponsibiltiy. You state 
that I charged that you had offered 
a bribe. The Times did not attempt 
to put a legal construction upon cer­ 
tain definite acts which it stated oc­ 
curred on December 8, 1923, and in 
which it stated 
you 
participated. 
You stated that the charge is un- 
tni« and the statement 
false. 
If 
your statement is true, then I, 
as 
editor of the Times, have 
violated 
the laws. If the proper 
tribunals 
should decide that the evidence on 
which I printed that statement is as 
convincing to them as it was to me, 
then they can apply the remedy un­ 
der your own interpretation of 
the 
legal meaning of these facts. One of 
us has been guilty and is guilty. 
Jackson’s explanation that Bishop 
Font, a personal friend, had 
asked 
him to present McDonald’s name to 
McCray will “ he accepted in 
full 
faith and with all credence,” 
said 
Gurley, hut lie pointed out the Times 
had ryinted details alleging 
other 
motives. 
Bishop Font added his confirma­ 
tion to part of the

Gov. Jackson that he did not offer 
a $10,000 bribe to former Gov.

The county tax 
was 
increased 
eight cents over this year. The 
in­ 
crease is explained by the fact that 
the county fund has no surplus and 
because of lower valuations for next 
year. 
It was estimated that 
a twenty- 
cent rate would raise approximate­ 
ly $89,763, based on total appraise­ 
ments of $45,545,005. This together 
with $18,000 estimated to he 
de­ 
rived from other sources than ta x a­ 
tion, will 
produce 
the 
required 
amount of money to pay 1928 
ex­ 
penses. 
The taxables of the county 
on 
which next year’s rate is based, are 
approximately $5,000,000 less than 
this year. This loss 
is 
accounted 
for hv the fact that personal proper­ 
ty was assessed for $1,000,000 this 
year and that the state board 
of 
tax commissioners 
granted 
Rush, 
county farm ers a fifteen 
percent 
reduction in their farm 
land 
ap­ 
praisements. Furthermore, the bud­ 
get called for about $.10,000 
more 
this year, due to the surplus in 
the 
county fund being exhausted by un­ 
anticipated expenses this year, such 
as the new heating plant in 
the 
court house. 
With a few minor exceptions, 
the 
appropriation bill as passed 
con­ 
forms with the budget prepared by 
the council a few weeks ago. 
The 
budget called for $111.908, 
which 
was about $4,000 more than the sum 
actually a ppropri ated. 
The council disallowed the 
$700 
for the expense of clerk hire in the 
auditor’s office, which was allowed 
for this year. The council also

duced the item for surveyors dep­ 
uty hire to $500 and cut the

Arthur L. Gilliom today in combat- 
ing the fight of D. C. Stephenson for 
release from the Michigan City state 
prison. 


Gilliom, whose argument followed 


that of William V. Rookcr, attorney 
for Stephenson, 
contended 
that 


Judge Thomas Slick of Federal Dis- 
trict Court had no jurisdiction in the 
matter. Rookcr was in the midst df 
his rebuttal when Judge Slick 
ad- 


journed for lunch. The session was 
to be resumed at 1 p. m. 


Judge Slick indicated that Steph- 


enson would not be granted his plea 
for freedom, quoting from the U. S. 
Supreme Court decision that 
"the 


federal courts were without juris- 
diction until the conclusion of 
the 


courts of justice in the state." 


An appeal -from a Laportc county 


decision denying Stephenson a writ 
of habeas corpus is jjcnding before 
the state supreme court. 


Stephenson, formerly a 
political 


power, was brought from the prison 
in an automobile. He was accompan- 
ied by Warden Walter II. Duly, J. M. 
Stipp, .parole agent, and a guard. 
Their automobile had been escorted 
on the 34-mile drive from Michigan 
City by a policeman on a motorcy- 
cle.

BUOCETFOR1928 


City Tax Rate for Next Year Will be 


$1.28, {Representing Increase of 


21 Cents 


SLIGHT BUDGET CHANGE 


Adopted Practically as Originally 


Drawn but Rate, is Less Due to 


Valuations Change 


Final adoption of the 1928 budget 


for the city of Rushville occupied 
the attention of the city council 
Tuesday night, when a rate of $1.28 
was decided upon, or 14J cents less 
than the preliminary budget adopted 
a few weeks ago. The rate for next 
year will yield $100,845 in revenue 
necessary for the operation of the 
institutions of the cit.y. 


The original budget was adopted 


in detail, with only one exception, 
$45 being sliced from the 
health 


commissioners salaries. For the three 
members $175 a year is required by 
ordinance, with the secretary 
re- 


ceiving $75 a year, and the other 
two members $50 each. Last year 
the secretary filed his bill for $60 
each six months, and was overpaid, 
so tin's adjustment was made Tues- 
day night when the 
appropriation 


was placed back to the $175 as des- 
ignated toy ordinance. 


The rate this year is $1.07 
so 


that the rate for next year is an 
increase of 21 cents, due largely on 
account of the drop in assessed val- 
uation of property. The rate for next 
year of $1.28 is based on an 
ap- 


praisement of $7,855,800, while last 
year the valuation was in excess of 
eight million dollars. 


The library tax rate was increased 


one-half cent in order to maintain 
the same amount of revenue as re- 
ceived this year, and the poll tax 
was left the same for the city, at 
one dollar.

A communication from the sup- 


erintendent of the Big Four

council 


withhold their order regarding the 
placing of a crossing watcnman at 
the AVest First street crossing.

FLIERS WIRE SOS SIGNAL

Meanwhile, another plane had start- 
ed across the Atlantic eastward. 


It was a raiee of the elements 


against man and his machines. If 
the hurrying darkness spread across 
the ocean before either vessel reach- 
ed Old Glory, the liklihood of res- 
cue would become slight. 


Masters of both vessels radioed 


the United Press today that they 
bad received Old Glory's wireless 
SOS and that they were searching.

fore the Marion county grand jury 
to relate his story of his efforts on 
behalf of appointment of McDonald 
as prosecutor. 


"Your letter, for the first time," 


Gurley 
wrote, "places a judicial 


conclusion upon certain statements 
made by the Times, for which I as- 
sume full responsibiltiy. You state 
that I charged that yon had offered 
a bribe. The Times did not attempt 
to put a legal construction upon cer- 
tain definite acts which it stated oc- 
curred on December 8, 1923, and in 
which it stated yon participated.
